"that Justipe CHANCEtlOR is a Chicago attorney* MANN, also saw HARHI BRGHN>, a 
Chicago , attorney once but has. no clear f ecoliecition of him* 

MANN advised, that, in his contact with RICHTER aiid his organizations,, 
he never observed .anything un-American, but that at the suggestion of the. Eit^t 
National, Bank of c hicago he resigned about April 1942* It was after his 
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resignation that MANN realized how little he knew of the man he had been 
associating with, and how vague a notion v he had of his organizations* 

MANN farther recalled that he countersigned a number of checks £$r 
EECHTER inasmuch as KtCHTER had desigiiated iri&.jte treasurer of the Mexican 
Rangers. MANN stated that inasmuch as the ohecks were for amounts less than* 
§Z for the most part, and because RICHTER and his group seemed to be engaged 
in such iMigdificant activities he furnished his signature' and his nairie with 
little hesitation* 

It should be noted that MANN had the notion that RICHTER iwas 
attempting to start a chain-of mutual stores .which would sell to members of 
the organizations at a cheaper pricey MANN ^stated that BICHTER :had grandiose 
ideas regarding this, chain of stores, and rarely talked of one or ten stores,, 
but talked, of th<msands t Of stteres which he contemplated opening just as soon 
as he could induce people with money to become interested. MANN stated that 
EECHTBa seemed to be miadjig.his church activities, with his, mutual chain store

It might be noted again that MANN is a member of the Masons, the 
Shriners and- 1;he Knights of Pythiae* He has been employed, for over 47 
years by the Jirst NatLohal Bank of Chicago, kp&'le, an American who c&i trace 
his ancestry back to the Revolution on both sides of his. family. MANN has. 
two youfcg sons, one serving in the U. S. Army, and the. other in the U» S* 
Navy*

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CLARENCE"E»k)II> who is known to have been an associate of TilTJiTAM' 
tJERNBCKE during the period when he -was active An the German American Bund, was 
interviewed Relative to such, association, witlt that individual, by Special Agents 
DENNIS P. McHAHON and JOHN A. XSftCH. During the course of the interview he 
advised that he was presently residing at ELmTload, Gurnee, Illinois ^ telephone 
Majestic 347S-Y-3* 

Pit advised that he joined the German American Bund and became an 
active member in the Organization when he learned during the course of the 
conversation at & tavern on Western Avenue that the Bund allegedly was going to 
conibat pomnninism, and was probably to be. an ariti-£>emitic .organization* * He 
remained in the £und -until approximately Mound the time, when England declared f 
war with Germany* He advised that while at the GeOTkn American Bund headquarters 
on Western Avenue in the 3800 Slock,, he met y rfcx.rp ^ WEraJBDKE after* haVirig seen 
him at a table in the .Aryan Book Store, ^hich he belaeyed to be operated* by the 
£und* OTT qualified the above statement by advising that WEKNECKE was the only 
individual connected with the administration of the Aryan Book .Store, and, 
consequently spent a g?eat deal of time tbere* On one occasion while at the Bund 
DR*. TSIELUlffilT got, into* conversation -with OTT and, requested complete details 
regarding OTT?S entrance into; the German. American 3und, and the reasons for his 
request £$? membership* He advised that he joined the Bund because, it was anti«* 
Jewish and ahti^ommuiist* and this pleased- TCQfttQIEEF* OtT continued by advisikg 
that on one occasion he had seen TOINBCKB address a meetihg p£ the Bun# and speak 
against Communism and Jerreiy*: On other occasions he saw W1HNECKE ;dpessed with 
a Storm Trooper shirt and Sam Brown Belt, whicli represented, part of th6 Blind 
^uniform* Although OTT never sa?r )VERNH3KE*S jmembeivship cardl he was positive that 
WERNECKE was 3 full fledged member of the. Bund and participated iri, aH its 
activities*. 

Just at: the i>ime when OTT' dissociated himself from the Gefmait American 
Bund he summarily resigned from that organization by having Ms resignation 
notarized by a JAKE^JERGER, a nptaiy public at the Ravenswood Motor Company* 
Subsequent to his resignation the Chicago Times in an, issue of October 13, 
1940, gaye great publicity to the fact that WERNECKE, RICHARD STARR and CLARENCE 
OTT were members of the Bund, and had allegedly accnamulated an arsenal* at their 
various homes* Ihis story set forth the fact that the FBI was investigating the - 
abpve individuals^ an* was keeping their- homes tinder surveillance* To the. above 
publicity OTT stated' that the arsenal which he allegedly maintained in his home 
was very small, and he advised that $t the present time £e possessed the following 
weapons: 

16 gauge single barrel shot gun- 
16 gauge double, barrel shot gun 
22: bolt action rifle 
22 Hbrnet

•22 calibre target pistol 
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He formerly was- quite interested in short wave radio, and had acted as 
a "ham" in and arqund Chicago*. He took an examination in.Chipajgo at the federal* 
Communications System on packer Drive approxiiaately during the summer of 1958, 
but as he was unsuccessful to qualifying to be a licensed operator his interest 
■waned, and he has not operated 'ray radio since that time^ He also advised that 
at present he does not own a short irave radio* 

OTT during the interview stated that he was invited by WERNECKE to visit 
Ms farm at Milburn, Illinois, to participate in a pheasant hunt* As OIT i*as 
quite interested "in hunting he secured permission in waiting from WERNECKE to 
hunt on his property after the initial hunt in which UERNECKE, RICHARD 1 STAHR 
and OTT participated* OTT denied any knowledge of the fact that any drills were 
conducted by meiabers ,of the. Bund or friends of TOOJECBS at lSERNECKEtS farm* He 
further advised that there was no regular target practice on J?EftipCKE*S property t 
He did, state, however, that on several occasions he arid other visitors to the : 
farm, participated in shooting events, such ^s shooting at 1;iri cans and other 
inanimate objects lying around on the property* He further advised that at 
no time during any of iiis visits to the T3ERNECKE farm did Jie ever enter ihside 
WERNECKE*S houses consequently he cpuld give no infoririation regarding the 
furnishings therein or the fact, that any flagis of a foreign government were dis~ 
pliyed* He did state, however, that Y/ERNECKE had several guhs, .most of which were 
antiques, consisting of flint locks, ierringers, two Bussian guns and, two shot 
guns*- Trie Bussian guns^ were supposedly of the type of the U. S. Arrny Springfield 
rifle* 

As a result of TSERNECKE«S activities at the Bund, OTT advised that he 
was. solicited by HBRNECp and RICHARD STARR to distribute literature, but that 
such literature consisted entirely , of ahtiM3ommunistic and\anti-tfewish literalurg* 
No literature of a : Nazi propaganda nature was eve? handled by OTT for TSERNECKE 
as *OTT has not been in contact with JffiENECKE ; for approxitnately two years* He 
did advise, however, that on one occasion a HA3M0HD HEAI2T dnd/WERNECKE contacted 
him at Jbis home, and endeavored to solicit his aid in selling tickets to some 
affairs* OTT was unable, to identify the organisation supporting the affairs* 
This organisation, however, may be identical with that which T?!ERNECKE directed* 
On 6ne occasion this latter orgmiization held a meeting in a large hall on 
Cl^purn Ayenue just south of North Avenue, Chicago, under the auspices of the 
Silver Shirts, during which time WERNECKE addressed the audience. Subsequent 
to this' meeting T/ERNBCKE was denied permission to ii6e; the hall again> and OTT 
made the assertion that the ha£L was burned to the ground by- an arsonist, Tfliom 
he stated might possibly have been \pENBCKE, for T8ERNECKE *aa very revengeful* 

During QTOM S conversation with WERNECKE either at the Bund or at his 
farm, while hunting he had heard 18ERNKKE state he talked to Fathdr poyGftllN 
at Roayl Oak, Michigan, but he was urable to state exactly the nature of the 
conversation or the purpose thereof. OTT further advised that he subscribed 
to father COUGHIINiS paper "Social/ Justice"' at the time* 
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On one occasion while at the teNECKE Farm, OTT stated that JRICHARD 
STARR advised Wiaa that ?JERN£CKE, expressed himself clearly that he wanted 
all. his friehds and cohorts to; meet at the farm and parade in drill formation 
while he took pictures of the activities* To, OTT«S knowledge > however ^ the 
individuals did not appear and, no pictures ware taken* Ampng the various members 
of the clique which visited the WERNICKE farm according to* OTT were, * 
JOE^CHIMEF^ GECl^mEPENER, HOMER EU&ia^'Z^^ 
RICHARD, STARR and RmOND HEAIX* ^ " T " x 

OTT denied knowing LfiWREKCE B* jJACOBS, the attorney who represented 
1SERNECKE, at his 1>rial in 1938 'when he was* arrested for disorderly coriduct in 
Germania Hall. He also denied knowing DR. IRED B« OTTEff, another contact of 
KERNECKE* OTT expressed himself very clearly that he had never htfard of the Allied 
Christian Management Ai^or or the Christian Ministry College, or thenar Commerce 
Military Academy. He. had heard of EDWIN PAUE RICHTER, who is knorm to be associated 
with the above org^izatioiis, Imt he did, not Idipw him# ' 

As additional information ©t£ advised that he did not know of any 
aspirations on the part of TOEtOAM TSERNECKE to beqpme a, minister or to study 
religion* 

As personal background information 0T3? advised that he was born <m 
January 15, 1904 in Sioux Falls > South Dakota of an American born father and 
an Als&tion mother* He f ornierly held & non-commercial/pilot^ ^License which 
just expired; in 19£t because of lack of reqtrired? hours of flight. In November 
1940 OTT wa& married, arid presently has one child. He 1 owns a 1939 blue two door 
Plymouth sedan with 1942 Illinois license No* 1107781* He* was very cooperative 
^nd advised that should he receive toy information regarding TSEREKECKE'S recent 
Activities he waild communicate with the Chicago pffice immediately* 

He doubted however, that he would hear pf any such, information as 
he had no contact with IffEENECKE during ^e past two. years ., 

A statement obtained from CIARENCE OTT at i;he time of the interview 
is set f drth below:

August 4, 1942 

I, Clarence Edward Qtt,, make the following voluntary statement 
to John A^Lynch and -Dennis F. McMahon, Jr < whp have identified 
themselves to Ae as Special.

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Since xoy boyhood i?ye lived ii Chicago, III* and attended local schools 
tocludihg Waller Higlj School oh Arntttage and Fremont Sfc# I joined the 
German .American Bund a^proxlinateiy in the spring of 1939 and'f pnnally 
resigned prio? to the declaration of war between England and Geraany* 
During my visits $o the Bund Headquarters on Western Avenue t noticed 
William Wernecke at a table in the, Aryan fiook Shop/ To my knowledge 
Wernecke was the sole operator of that took store and sold all German 
American £und members books and literature* I believe that the Aryan Book 
Store was operated by the Bund* 

Oh several occasions while at Bund Headquarters I saw Wernecke who 
Tjas al§6 a member of the Bund* appeatinig in a, Bund-shirt and a Sam Brown? 
belt, the upper half of the Storm Trooper Uniform. Also 'at one p£ the 
Bund meetings I heard Wernecke make a speech Watihg the Jews and Communists* 
Tp : jnjr knowledge this was the time Wernecke invited me* out to his farm at 
Milburn to hunt*, I accepted the invitation; and visited the farm <>n several 
occasions* We used to shoot at the old tin cans and other objects at 
the f^rm as we were all interested in shooting* Ifernecke had qiriiea £ew 
guns consist^ pf rifles and shotguns, also a .45 automatic revolver ♦ 
itost pf the guns were fairly old*. At ho time daring ny presence did I note 
toy drilling of iaen conducted by Wernecke or any flags or banners 
displayed* I wasn«t inside the f aim house so can toake no stktemen$ 
regarding the display of swastikas inside*. X do know that the. men who 
were convicted o| breaking Goldblatt's windows, Ppkorhy Maerta, Heppner, 
Schimpf and :C2unpbellj visited Wernecke 1 s farm. Also there were Richard 
Starr, Ernie £charf and Raymond Healy* 

Wernecke on, one occasion lield a meeting under theaispices of the 
Silver Shirts at a hall on. Clybourhe Street south ^f North. On one occasion 
Wernecke and Healy came to my home, to solicit me to sell tickets but i can't 
remember the purpose. Wernecke was veiy anti Comniunist and atiti Jewish 
and espoused such causes* He didn«t dp much work and lived very high. On 
many occasions we all wondered where he, received all his money.. 

Concerning the associates of Wernecke mentioned above, he acted as 
the little fuehrer* jbn one occasion Richard Starr advised me that 
Wernecke wanted all the; men of" his acquaintance to visit him on Ms* 
farm and drill in foliation "while, he -would take pictures of them, I do 
not know the purpose 0f ihis^ as. all were not Bund members. During wy 
Membership at the Bund, $erneck:e i?as quite active but to mp knowledge 
he was jaot an officer* 

Wersiecke was always quite healthy and liked firearms. He 
allegedly went on big hunting trips to kill big gatoe but 1 never 
noticed any trophies. He was not religiously inclined to the best 
,of my knowledge as he never mentioned religion to me. However, as I 
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have riot seen him recently I cannot state 'bis attitude now* 

I 'do not think Tfernecke could be considered a pacifist as I 
believe he -bold t me he attended toilitaiy sphool aM /wore uniforms*. 
Be al^o Mentioned attending Camp Perry, Ohio under Array jurisdiction* 
He commented on* several occasions when $re saw individuals wearing 
army regulation shirts with stripes on the arm that he used to wear 
such a imiforsu

ELLIOT could re^eribor **TiS3SJlBCKE puchased om pair of high-top 
lace boots, one pair of wool socles, one pair ,of boot breeches, several ar&y^ 
blankets y a saddle and saddle bags-^ a nawy blue wool shirt, and various arti^ 
qles of camping $%uiprient. 

I!r» 1LLI0T further advised that to the best of his iaaowled^e he h$d never sold 
.any type of ^n anny uhif$r& to BILL TSSIEOSS^ He stated that prior tp tv*>, 
nohths £go it would have been possible for any individual to come into his 
store and purchase various types of nilitary clothing. He advised that they 
were hot requested to show credentials and that TSEaSSCEE cou^d, in all probability, 
have purchased & uniform froa one. of the other salesmen in &is store. I& view 
of this factor. vG3BPH S23SG3MJ* TdQlM J. SMITH, andms? LQBISH IJ61LHSI2S 
were interviewed end &11 of then advised that they did not know an individual 
by the naae of KILLTALl TSPalEOKE and therefore could offer no information as to 
Whether or not T©I^JKB tod purchased a Uhif 6rm at the American Military OUtr 
fitters. The above individuals ^re all employees, of that §tore. 

lie. ELLIOT also re^ieuibered that TSSEECLE 'had mentioned to hto that he operated 
a, fam someplace ne&r ialce forest* Illinois. Mr- ELLIOT advised tha& lie has 
not seen or heard about TttLLIAll T*mWB for approximately one year. Hr. 
SafcKBJ emphatically denied that I3&3GJS had been in his. store since January, 
1942, and for that natter since appro^inately August of 1941. The above in- 
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formation was obtaindd fro$ >ir. &LLIG? on ^uly 29,, 1942., tfr. EBblOT seated

Jj&LXOX has boon in the 
clothing business in Chicago since his entry int'o the United States* He 
further stated that he has been operating the American Military Outfitters 
for approximate ly* ttfo years.. IJith regard to his citizenship Ilr. ELLJG? adr 
vised that he took out his citizenship papers in February^ 1942. Ee is 
married to an Bnglisa girl v/ho has several brothers and sisters presently 
living in B££l$nd. 

llr» JBLLIOI could furnish no additional information concerning subject 
TpSlEOliE in his purchase of a uniform fro& Ms store* IJr. JACK BH0?JII stated 
that it -was hiq belief that ELLIOT had contributed money to the Silver Shirt 
Organization several years, ago* Ilr. ELLIOT emphatically denied this and 
stated that tie had never had any cbhnection r/itl\ the Silver Shirt Organiza- 
tion and h&d neva?^ contributed money to any organization of this character? 

Upon questioning he admitted that he v/as acquainted v/ith IIDMB3: J'ASSHZ, the 
v/ellrlmom anti-Sertitic, anti-Cojoununist,; and Silver Shirt, and Bund leader in 
the Chicago area^ He advised that he Isnev/ nothing of iAERIZ's background 
and activities; however* he had been employed by };r* ELLIOT fdr on^ day ap- 
proximately seven months ago.

I telephonically communicated with Special Agent Hosteny

that .he saw Brown and .Wernecke talking together on a certain date, 
which, was the date Brown indicated Wernecke made the statements, this 
would negative .any. defense Wernecke might make that he had not talked

I also pointed out that the report did not reflect where and 
^hen Wernecke had registered under the Selective Service Act and that 
this date becomes important in view of the fact that the report contains 
a statement by Wernecke 1 s mother to the* effect that he went back and 
forth to Canada in order that he would not have to register. If this 
was actually the truth and Wernecke did not register on the National 
Registration Day, this Yfould be a material fact in showing his intention 
to avoid doing military service, 

I also advised that the report reflected that the doctor who 
had interpreted Wernecke 1 s cardiograph had been interviewed^ but that 
the doctor who had taken the cardiograph had not been interviewed. Mr. 
Hosteny advised that this doctor now has been interviewed. I also 
pointed out the possibility that Wernecke may have used nitroglycerine 
pills similai? to those he had given Haupt at the time he took his 
Selective Service examination and that this matter should be gone into. 

I also advised Mr. Hosteny that in an unofficial conversation 
with* members of the Criminal Division of the Department, I had been 
advised that they had no objection to the United States Attorney-going 
ahead and prosecuting Wernecke. T advised him that the Department 
frequently refuses to prosecute individuals who claim to be ministers 
as a matter of general policy, but they would not raise this question 
in this case and that they were communicating with United States Attorney 
Wohl so advising him.

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In a conversation vrith Nate EUiff and Jim Mclnerney 
of the Criminal: Division, I inquired as to their reaction with

A diligent search, of the city directories for the District of 
Columbia from the. years 1915 through 1941 failed to Reflect any information 
concerning the Christian Miii£ tors College, or the Reverend KOB^T HOOD, who 
is reported, to have founded this organization in Washington, *>♦£♦ in X915. 

The files of The Credit Bureau, 1221 G Street, H.fr., failed to. re-^ 
fleet any information concerning Reverend ROB&RT HOO0 or his? alleged college. 

P. C. DANIEL, Office Manager, National Rifle Associatioh, I6tlv 
and Rhode Island Avenue, N«W f , advised that WILLIAM B^ ff&RNEOKE was electea 
<to life timd membe^s)iip in the association on January 177*1^97 at which 
time he recorded his, address as 6250 Wayne avenue, Uptown Station, Chicago,, 
Illinois. .DANIEL, produced correspondence from hu<NbCK& dated January 2U, 
1941, at which time WERHECKE wrote concerning the seizure of arms and 
ammunition by the United .States Government and volunteered hi& services to 
help fight it* In referring to the firearms regibtration law and the fact 
that it points out where all guns are located, itt^LJCb wrote J^his condi- 
tion coupled with the fact that certain politicians are trying to enact 
laws which would establish a dictatorship in the United States'* presented 
a problem* 

Colonel, F. 0. ENDIGOJT,, Director of Civilian Marksmanship, Tfar

B. 2IGLER, Fiscal Clerk, Division of 1 Civilian Marksmanship, 
War !Department^ Netf Armory JBpilaing, Washington, #•£.,>. ^teted: that there was 
no record that Dr.. 0TT,Eti had participated in any of the competitive eVents, 
hefld in connection with th£- Civilian Marksmanship program since 1929 .

It seems that in con- 
tacting Jewish citizens in an attempt to secure their support of the American 
Rangers and of its.aHed organizations, RICHTER assumed the alias of R&NUEL 
RICH and pretended to be Jewish, 

By letter dated December 14, 1939 MANUEL RICH, Staff lieutenant and Colonel, 
invited Colonel NELSON MORRIS > 1659 First National JBanfe Building, Chicago, to 
become a Brigadier General Commander of $ie American Jtengers* In 'this 
letter laikllUEL KICH stated that he-was a T^orldffar man from England who, 
during ike World War, had been in the pccupatiori, contingent and who had brought 
back with him as his wife a German- Jewish girl.

This memorandum recom- 
mended that the Qcvernar appoint (M. Rv« EEWIN PAUL) E.RICHTER a? a member 
of the Goyerncr *s military staff ag a Major General or at least Brigadier 
General, The memorandum referred to RICHTER 1 s qualifications and many years 
of experience as a soldier irom Private up the grades to* colonel and Acting 
Brigadier General. It stated that, RICHTER was later in command of jnore thki 
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I5O^O0[O ''military"' intelligence executives oyer twenty-seven states for* 
many year&. It stated that RICHTgR was Chief of Staff during the War in 
charge of training and was i3ti command of more than 5,000 officers and troops 
to hold dqwnriots^ . >'
